The proposed amendment to claims 2,4,9, 11,13, 18, 20, 22, 27 29, 31 and 36 omitting limitation "generating image data 
corresponding to a mode corresponding to said data file" raises new issue since scope of claims is changed. Therefore, rejection is 
maintained as described in the final Office action.
